397 Head Average $210 With $2,075 Top 


October 26-29, while falling considerably below the 

average of The Classic of last spring was character- 
ized by the Manager, O. G. Clark, as a successful sale, all 
things considered, the 397 head bringing a total of $83,590 
and averaging $210. Quite a large proportion of the offerings 
could be described as just “good commercial cattle” rather 
than as top-notch breeding stock, and these went at a little 
better than grade prices, going for the most part to Wiscon- 
sin farmers. It is also true that many of the offerings were 
out of condition and not well fitted for a sale of this 
character. Quite a large number of baby calves, sold as 
“half numbers,” rather marred the interest in the sale at 
times. The sale showed a brisk demand for bulls of 
good type and approved blood lines, two bulls averaging 
over $2,000 each and eleven of them selling from $500 up 
with an average of close to $1,000 for the eleven. On most 
of the better bulls, five or six bidders were in the running 
nearly all the way to the top. Poor type bulls, of which 
there were a very few, attracted very few bidders, re- 
gardless of breeding and records. Cows suitable for 
breeding stock brought fairly good prices, seven of them 
bringing from $500 to $750, but quite a number of the 
good ones went at real bargain prices. Although a goodly 
number of the offerings stayed in Wisconsin, there were 
also buyers present from nine other states and Canada. 
Mail bids from Spain and South America took three of 
‘the good ones and it was understood that some 46 head 
of the purchases are to be shipped to Mexico. 

The Top Animals 

Triune Ormsby Supreme, a young bull from the Har- 

grove & Arnold consignment, topped the sale at $2,075, 
going to L. J. Chapman Farms, Kansas City, Mo., who are 
building up a big retail milk business in that city. They 
have a 1,200-acre farm located at Lee’s Summit and are 
planning on developing a real breeding herd of high class 
Holsteins. The bull selected to head the herd is one of 
the most promising sons of Triune Ormsby Piebe. The 
dam, a 1,000-lb. three-year-old daughter of K P O P, com- 
pleting a three-generation group of 1,000-lb. cows. The 
second dam is the 1,260-lb. daughter of Rose De Kol 
‘Wayne Butter Boy. 
__ The second high price of $1,975 was paid to Carnation 
Milk Farms for Sir Inka May 6th, who went to J. Velasco, 
Madrid, Spain, on a mail bid. This calf is a son of the 
1,523-lb. All-American bull, Sir Inka May, from Idleaze 
Pontiac Lass, the 42-lb. four-year-old daughter of King of 
the Pontiacs. The youngster is a maternal brother to the 
hew world’s champion senior two-year-old, Carnation Ma- 
tador Idleaze with 29,023 Ibs. milk.- 

Three other $900 bulls were K P O P 59th of the Har- 
gtove & Arnold consignment, purchased by W. D. Robens, 
Poland, N. Y., for $960; Tritomia Pietertjie Ormsby Lad, 
consigned by Vial & Abbott of Illinois and purehased by 
Wisconsin School for the Blind at Janesville, for $925; 


(_'‘octobe Holstein Special, held at Fond du Lac, Wis., 


and Plaut Harcourt Creator, consigned by J. D. McDonald, 
purchased by John Telling, Danville, Ill, for $900. Sir 
Model Alcartra Fayne, the All-American bull consigned by 
J. Irving Stryker, Millstown, N. J., went to A. C. Cowles, 
South Byron, Wis., at $750. King Piebe Best, consigned 
by Hargrove & Arnold, brought $705 from J. Lawrence 
Nelson, Ellsworth, Wis., and three other bulls brought 
$500 or better. 


The top cow was an eight-year-old daughter of Sir P 
O M 37th with a 924-lb. three-year-old record, consigned 
by Schrock & Culp, Waupaca, Wis., struck off to J. C. 
Kieffer, Auburndale, Wis., at $750. Second high price for 
female was $600, paid by J. Leo Mohrmann, Waukegan, 
Ill, one of the good buyers of the sale. This two-year- 
old daughter of Triune Ormsby Piebe from an 1,100-Ib. 
daughter of K P O FP was consigned by A. D. Severe, 
Dows, Iowa. Five other females brougat $500 or better. 

Of the foreign buyers, mention has already been made 
of Senor Velasco of Spain. Another was German, Cubel- 
las & Cia., Bogota, Columbia, S. A., whose mail bids took 
two of the good cows from the Carnation consignment, at 
$525 and $300 respectively. 


Joe Pipes, Watertown, Wis., purchased 43 head mostly 
milking cows for a total of over $7,500, for export to 
Mexico, this being the largest purchase by any one indi- 
vidual, both for numbers and for total price paid. Another 
heavy buyer was Glenn Householder, buying for the vari- 
ous Wisconsin State Institutions and for Tomahawk Lake 
Camp, his purchases comprising 30 heai at a total of 
$7,430. Perhaps next in importance as a buyer was R. A. 
Studley, Monowi, Neb., represented by C. A. Schroeder of 
the Wisconsin Farmer, who purchased 14 head at $3,235. 
These three good buyers also were contending bidders on 
many other offerings and helped the sale materially. The 
Lazears, Cheyenne, Wyoming, took four top cows from the 
Carnation consignment for $1,440, and J. Leo Mohrmann, 
Waukegan, Ill., paid $1,975 for six head MHollyhock 
Farms, Dousman, Wis., paid $720 for two daughters of 
their herd sire, Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes. Carnation Milk 
Farms paid $750 for two good cows and Lilliberk Farms, 
Homer, Mich., bought two cows for $650. Goed buyers of 
the lower priced animals included Harry Carlson, Geneva, 
Ill.; Louis Nehls, Juneau, Wis.. Ed. Hicken, Fond du Lac, 
Wis.; E. Wyatt, Genoa City, Wis.; Judd & Meyer, Ply- 
mouth, Wis.; Ferguson & Phillips, Kenosha, Wis., and 
many others. 

The highest average consignment was that of Har- 
grove & Arnold, who sold four head, three bulis and a 
heifer, for $4,150, the only consignment averagng over 
$1,000. The Carnation consignment ranked next, nine 
head bringing an average of $544. The largest eonsign- 
ment in numbers and in total price was that of J.D. Mc- 
Donald, West Salem, Wis., his 25 head bringing , total 
of $5,580. Paul P. Stewart, Maynard, Iowa, sold thre: head 
for $1,300, including two $500 animals.

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The Pure Bred Dairy Cattle Business 


High Prices Brought Speculation. Speculation Brought Low Prices. Low Prices Decreased Interest in Testing. 
How Shall We Improve the Production and Distribution of Good Pure-bred Dairy Cattle?

acteristics established through years of selection and 
breeding. Regardless of breed, economical produc- 
tion of milk is the primary purpose for which all breeds 
of dairy cattle are kept. Because of this selection and 
preeding for many generations, “good” pure bred dairy 
cattle produce more milk and fat than any other cattle. 

Within the past fifty years more attention has been 
given to promoting pure bred dairy cattle through breed 
associations than at any time in history. That this in- 
fluence has been helpful is shown by the fact that our 
good pure bred dairy cattle now produce more milk and 
fat than their ancestors produced. 

The post-war period found the price of many pure bred 
dairy cattle out of line with their producing ability. As 
soon as buyers of these high priced animals realized that 
they could not dispose of their progeny at correspondingly 
high prices, attention was drawn to the primary purpose 
of dairy cattle, that of producing milk at a profit. 

It is the purpose of this article to present the results 
of investigations made of certain unsatisfactory condi- 
tions in breeding and marketing pure bred dairy cattle, 
the causes of these conditions, and to suggest a program 
of improvement. 

The high prices attracted many new breeders and like- 
wise increased interest in testing because it was found 
that authentic production records were valuable assets 
in the sale of breeding stock. 

With a decline in prices for breeding stock there came 
a decline in testing. This is shown by a survey recently 
made in Indiana from which it was found that there were 
fewer cattle tested in 1925 than in 1918. The largest num- 
ber tested was in 1920 and 1921. There has been a con- 
tinued annual decline since then. 

These facts aroused interest in the reasons why breed- 
ers are discontinuing the official production tests. Ques- 
tionnaires were sent to 200 breeders of pure bred dairy 
cattle in Indiana seeking to find out why testing is on the 
decline. Of those who replied, nearly half had quit because 
of the expense. In spite of this, however, nearly two- 
thirds agreed that official testing had been a good in- 
vestment. 

To get additional data on this, questionnaires were 
sent to about 50 established breeding firms in different 
parts of the United States, selecting firms that had been 
in business ten years or more. There was considerable 
variation in the answers received. These breeders stated, 
however, that a bull calf from a cow with a fair produc- 
tion record would sell for double, and one from a cow 
with a high record for nearly five times as much as one 
from an untested cow. Among these breeders, recent in- 
quiries had been for medium priced bulls; and over 75 
per cent of them looked for improvement in the market 
for pure bred dairy cattle. 

Answers to these questionnaires were based largely 
on opinion and in order to eliminate this element studies 
were made of information from a number of other sources. 

A study was made of the number of pure bred dairy 
cattle registered and transferred by the five dairy breed 
organizations during the periods as indicated in the follow- 
ing table:

The significant thing about these facts is that, whereas 
the registrations during 1924 and 1925 feli only a little 
below those of the peak period, the transfers decreased 
to a very considerable extent. 

A study was made of pure bred dairy cattle advertising 
carried in the chief breed periodicals of each of four 
major dairy breeds for the same periods as those studied 
of registrations and transfers. The results of this study 
are shown in the following table:

The above facts indicate that there were many more 
dairymen and breeders active in selling pure bred dairy 
cattle in 1920 than previously or following this period. 

It is the opinion of the writer that a great many people 
were active in the pure bred dairy cattle business from 
1918 to 1920 who did neither themselves nor the business 
very much good for having been in it. In order to get 
some data on this, a study was made of the relation of 
complete dispersal sales to the number of breeders adver- 
tising regularly for the four periods as indicated in the 
following table:

From these figures it would seem that @ number of 
temporary breeders are still getting out of the business, 
since most of the dispersal sales, as such, during the last 
few years have not obtained high average prices. 

There is a question in the mind of the man who paid 
too high prices for “unproven” pure, bred dairy cattle 
and must now sell them for more nearly their real value. 
That question has to do with the causes of the post-war 
decline in prices for pure bred dairy cattle. 

Each census shows an increase in the number of con- 
sumers; statistics on the consumption of food show that 
the per capita consumption of dairy products is increas- 
ing. These facts point favorably to the future market 
for dairy products. From this and the facts already given 
it would seem that the men qualified to engage in the 
pure bred dairy cattle business should study the causes 
of unsatisfactory conditions with the purpose of removing 
them and should replace present faulty practices with 
sound ones. 

In the last five years many breeders have learned 
through sore experience that they could not afford to pay 
high prices for “unproven” cattle solely because these 
cattle were pure bred and were registered. It seems that 
many have found, however, that they can afford to pay 
“good prices” for “good” dairy cattle with “proven preduc- 
ing ability.” A study made recently of three sales of pure 
bred dairy cattle in Indiana tends to prove the above 
assumption. 

One hundred thirty cattle were sold in these sales; 47 
were from proven sires and sold for an average of $244; 
83 were from unproven sires and averaged $157. Sixty- 
nine were from tested dams and sold for $206; whereas 61 
from untested dams averaged only $178. Thirty-four cows 
with records sold for $252 while twenty-three cows with- 
out records brought only $214 per head. 

As a further evidence of interest in the right direction, 
there were only 4,321 dairy cattle in cow testing associa- 
tions in Indiana in 1920 whereas there were over 10,000 
in such associations in 1925. Similar changes are occur- 
ring in other states. 

In reply to the questionnaires mentioned earlier a half 
dozen reasons were given by breeders of pure bred dairy 
cattle in Indiana and other states as to why present con- 
ditions have come about. 

An Indiana Jersey breeder says, “There are too manhy

Exposition. As a senior yearling in 1922, Madam Artis Wayne Denver was exhibited 
at the Wisconsin State Fair, Central States Exposition, 
Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress and the National Dairy 
Show. She was first in her class and junior champion 
at Wisconsin and at the Central States Exposition, meet- 
ing the famous Dorothy Ormsby Piebe, who was then 
showing in the junior yearling class, at Aurora and being 
placed above her by Judge Fitch for the junior cham. 
pionship. At Waterloo, Prof. Kildee gave the champion. 
ship to Dorothy and when they came together again at 
the National Dairy Show, with Moscrip and Kildee judg. 
ing, they finally gave the junior purple to Dorothy. The 
records do not show that Madam Artis Wayne Denver 
was there, the winner for Jefferson County Asylum being 
listed as Princess Beauty Creamelle, another daughter of 
Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince, but we are advised 
that the records are in error as Madam, herself, was there.

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Less Cotton—More Dairy Cows 


OR years the leaders of southern agriculture have 
F been preaching diversification to the farmers of the 

South and urging the introduction of more good dairy 
cattle. Progress has been slow, however, because of the 
lack of “dairy minded” farmers and the difficulty in se- 
curing farm help adapted to successful conduct of this 
particular type of farming. 

The record breaking cotton crop of this season, with 
the accompanying disastrous tumble in prices, is driving 
home as no amount of argument could do the need of 
greater diversification in southern farming. With a price 
for cotton below the cost of production staring them in 
the face and ruin for thousands of them being averted 
only by the emergency credit measures through Wash- 
ington agencies, farmers of the cotton producing states 
are now in a frame of mind to listen to their leaders in 
the demand for curtailment of cotton acreage and diversi- 
fication of their farming enterprises. 

Certain sections of the South have made good progress 
along dairy lines. They have good markets, the fluid milk 
price in the South Atlantic section being higher than for 
any section in the country. They have good natural con- 
ditions in many parts of the south with long pasture 
seasons, abundance of home grown feeds and other 
natural advantages. One North Carolina community that 
has achieved prosperity through the introduction of dairy- 
ing has erected a monument to the boll weevil, which 
drove them out of cotton raising and into dairying. 

It has been a slow process, however, to educate the 
average southern farmer along dairy lines. Cows, to him, 
have been regarded as a necessary evil to be tolerated, 
perhaps, but not to be regarded as a business proposition. 
The danger is that the collapse of the cotton market will 
bring about too great a rush into dairying. The dairy cow 
is not a panacea for all of agriculture’s ills. Proper care 
and management are essential. Good cows are equally 
necessary. It would be very unfortunate and would surely 
operate to set back the clock of diversification and dairy 
farming in the South if the present emergency and the 
almost certain trend from cotton to dairying should cause 
the south to be regarded as a legitimate dumping ground 
for the sale of inferior cows by unscrupulous dealers. 
Under wise leadership and with care in selection, a 
market for the surplus cattle of the North can be gradually 
built up in the southern states that will work to the great 
advantage of both sections. It is the responsibility of 
leaders both north and south to bend every effort toward 
the handling of this situation on a sound, conservative, 
enduring basis. 

The attitude of southern leaders is shown by the fol- 
lowing statement put out to the county agents of Louisi- 
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ana by Extension leaders of the State university 
Georgia. of 

Cut Your Cotton Acreage And Milk More Cows 

Let us assume that 50 farmers in a community de. 
cide to go into the dairy business in connection with 
their farm operations, and that they will milk 699 
selected cows, which is an average of 12 cows to the 
farm. These cows should average two gallons of milk 
per day for 300 days in the year. On this estimate 
each cow would produce 5,160 pounds of milk which 
would be a very good average for good grade cows, 
The cream from this milk can be sold so that the milk 
will bring 15 cents a gallon, or approximately $1.74 
per 100 pounds. On this basis each cow would yield 
$90.00 per year, and 12 cows would bring in a cash in. 
come of $1,080.00 a year for cream alone. 

After selling the butterfat, the farmer has skim 
milk left which would be utilized fer raising the calves 
and feeding the pigs and chickens. The sale of the 
pigs and chickens will add to the gross income and 
furnish other sources of cash besides adding spice 
and interest to the operation of tne farm. 


Cash Incoine 


The cash income of the 50 farmers should be, and 
no doubt would be with proper management, at least 
$50,000 a year, and in addition, they would produce 
their own eggs, butter, milk, meat and vegetables on 
the farm. Each farm would produce much more than 
enough to properly feed the cows and other live stock, 
which would also add to the income. 

Returns would start at once and come in monthly, 
or oftener, and continue during the year, and if fol- 
lowed up should increase from year to year. The 
dairy business, combined with a rotation of crops, 
more fertilization and better cultivation, will result in 
not only increased production, but the stabilization of 
farm incomes. 

On the basis of this kind of a showing can the 
banks undertake to encourage dairying? The ex- 
perience in the dairy sections shows conclusively that 
they can. Bankers from their communities, increased 
as well as stabilized deposits and insured the payment 
of loans. 

It is true that in our southern states where dairy- 
ing has not been practiced to any great extent, there 
will be a great deal to learn about it and it, there- 
fore, should be introduced gradually. and with caution. 
Nobody should be encouraged to go into the dairy 
business who has not first studied its requirements 
and has fully made up his mind that he is willing to 
stay with it and make it a success even if his first ex- 
perience is a bit discouraging. Bankers themselves 
should devote much time to studying the question and 
become well enough posted to act as advisors to the 
farmers engaged in the business. 

The proper equipment, kind of cows to buy, the 
way they should be handled and bred should be fami- 
liar subjects to the banker. 

The banker will be relied upon to a large extent 
to see that the milk and butter produced are marketed 
profitably. Much will depend on the kind of markets 
that can be discovered, or it may even be necessary to 
establish the market. 


It is not difficult to see that the banker has a very 
important part to play in building up the dairy busi- 
ness. Of course he has a right to expect that the 
banking business will be enlarged and made more 
profitable as a result, but investigation will convince 
him that these results will follow the establishment of 
the dairy business on a proper basis. 

There are fewer bank failures in sections where 
farmers are in the dairy business and practice rota- 
tion of crops. During the heavy depression in farm 
products the income of the dairy farmer was very 
little affected as he was able to sell his milk, butter 
and dairy stock at practically the same price that had 
prevailed during the war. 

Prosperity Follows the Dairy Cow 
We wish to commend this conservative attitude by 
the Louisiana leaders. We hope it is the general attitude 
of the extension forces throughout the cotton producing 
states. We hope they will carry their recommendations 
further and will arrange to give practical assistance to 
farmers of the south in the matter of selecting the right 

kind of dairy cattle from responsible sources.

Good Bulletins for Holstein Breeders 





Transmitting Ability of Twenty-Three Holstein-Friesian 
Sires 

U. S. Department Bulletin No. 1372 by R. R. Graves, 
Specialist in Dairy Cattle Breeding. 

This study is based upon the work of the twenty-three 
sires of our breed up to Volume 29 of the Blue Book, hav- 
ing six or more daughters with yearly records, these 
daughters also being from dams with yearly records. The 
study tends to determine the method of inheritance of 
production of milk and butterfat in dairy cattle, and also 
the influence of the dam’s producing ability and the 
method of breeding and the prepotency of the sire. 
Another question studied was which parent has the 
greater influence on the yield of milk and which has the 
greater influence on the percentage of butterfat in the 
milk. Finally, the subject is considered as to which is the 
greater sire, one that sires daughters capable of making 
much larger records than their medium producing dams, 
or one that sires daughters capable of making slightly 
larger or at least as large records as their high record 
dams. In the summary of this interesting bulletin, Dr. 
Graves concludes that not so many sires are prepotent 
in increasing the percentage of butterfat as are prepotent 
in increasing the milk yield. He concludes that these two 
fe-‘ors seem to be inherited independently in Holstein- 
Friesian cattle, although this is contrary to the findings 
of other investigators. Another conclusion is that a great 
sire of production is one whose daughters have a high 
average yield of milk and butterfat with high average 
increase in milk and butterfat yield over the yield of their 
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dams, and a high percentage of their number better than 
their dams. He shows that the production records of the 
dams of the ten highest ranking sires in his list average 
higher than the records of the dams of the ten lowest 
ranking sires, but in neither of these cases does the rank 
of the sire follow the record of his dam. In regard to 
methods of breeding, Dr. Graves concludes that the mere 
fact that an individual, his sire or his dam, is line bred, 
inbred or outbred is not indicative of the prepotency of 
that individual for high production. This conclusion is 
based on the fact that in this study six of the ten highest 
ranking sires and six of the ten lowest ranking sires are 
classed as outbred. 
Good Bulls and Good Foundation Cows the Source of 
Better Dairy Cattle 

Bulletin No. 299, Purdue University Agriculture Ex- 
periment Station, LaFayette, Indiana, by L. H. Fairchild. 

This bulletin is based upon the experiences in the Hol- 
stein and Jersey herds at the Agricultural Experiment 
Station at Purdue University, and the author demon- 
strates that the splendid results they have achieved in 
increased production have been as a result of continued 
selection of approved breeding stock. Proven bulls in the 
Purdue Holstein-Friesian herd caused an increase in milk 
production of 3,085 lbs. and an increase in fat production 
of 113 lbs. per cow per year. In this herd, one foundation 
cow had nineteen female descendants with an average 
yearly production of nearly 17,000 lbs. milk. Prof. Fair- 
child’s conclusion is that the persistent careful selection 
of foundation females and the continued use of bulls from 
high producing cows is the surest way to high and in- 
creased production in dairy herds.

Colantha Butter Girl 
of Berks, another daughter of King 
Tweede Spring Farm out of Amsdale 
June Colantha, the first 1,000-lb. cow 
developed at Berks Farm, made 20.49 
Ibs. butter, 371.2 lbs. milk. Two 
other daughters of King Tweede 
Spring Farm made 18.84 and 19.35 
Ibs., the first mentioned being a 
daughter of Lady Thyrsa Walker 
Segis, Pennsylvania’s first 40-lb. cow. 
Still another two-year-old made 19.92 
Ibs. butter, 405 lbs. milk, this being 
a granddaughter of Carnation King 
Sylvia. Nearly all of these heifers 
were carried through officially for 
thirty days with creditable per- 
formances. 





Fine Records in V. P. I. Herd 


Homer Dunham, who is in charge of 
the herd and test cows at Virginia 
Polytechnic Institute, Blacksburg, 
Virginia, reports a splendid lot of rec- 
ords completed there during the two 
years he has been in charge of this 
herd.

Ibs. butter to 1,114 Ibs. There are 
also six daughters of Marathon Sky- 
lark Ormsby on test as two-year-olds 
and every one gives promise of mak- 
ing over 900 lbs. butter. One at 2 
years, 2 months, has over 620 Ibs. 
butter in seven months. In addition, 
we have completed two other 900-Ib. 
records, one on a senior two-year-old 
and the other on a junior three-year. 
old in the Holsteins, and a Guernsey, 
Gay Lad’s Marion, gave 1,168.6 Ibs. 
butter, being the state champion 
butter cow for all breeds and also 
second highest Guernsey cow over 
ten years of age. We are keeping a 
feed cost of all the test cows here 
and it is costing 14.2 cents per gallon 
to make our milk. This is the feed 
cost only, figuring grain, hay, etc. On 
the cows miiking twice a day it costs 
just a fraction less than fourteen 
cents per gallon of milk. This place 
is right up in the mountains, forty 
miles from the nearest town.” The de- 
tails of the records reported by Mr. 
Dunham appears in the Records of 
the Week tabulation this week. 





Soldier’s Home Holsteins Lead Mary- 
land For September 


The first two places for both milk 
and fat on the Maryland Honor Roll 
for September are held by members 
of the U. S. Soldier’s Home herd at 
Washington.

registered scrubs. The sooner this class goes to the 
butcher the better it will be for the pure bred dairy cattle 
business.” 

An Indiana breeder of Holsteins says, “Our breeders 
must discontinue crowding inferior pure breds on the 
market as first class stock.” 

Another Indiana breeder of Holsteins says, “The owners 
of pure bred dairy cattle must prove to the public that this 
class of cattle produces more economically than common 
cattle.” 

A Massachusetts Jersey breeder says, “We never sell 
bull calves from untested cows.” 

A Pennsylvania breeder of Guernseys says, “In all your 
questions you fail to include the vital factor of marketing 
the milk from the herd.” 

The above suggestions carry weight. They come from 
men who study their business and from widely scattered 
sections. The pure bred dairy cattle industry cannot be 
any better than the practices of the men of which it is 
made. It cannot be successful if the cardinal points of its 
foundation are ignored. Successful members of this bus- 
iness have pointed these out for the benefit of all who 
will use them. They are: (1), Pure bred herds as well as 
any others must be founded first on the income from a 
disposition of the products; (2), Breeding stock, both male 
and female, must be selected only after intelligent and 
careful study of dairy cattle values; (3), Continuous cull- 
ing must be practiced in the best pure bred herds; im- 
proved breeding herds cannot come without it; (4), Some 
forms of production records must be kept; (5), Careful 
attention must be given to feeding and management of 
the herds. 

The men who have neglected these very essential prac- 
tices are the ones who are today complaining about the 
pure bred dairy cattle business. The breeder who will 
vigorously enforce good practices should look forward to 
a satisfactory business in breeding “worthy” pure bred 
dairy cattle.

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Show Ring Discipline 


By J. C. Mc‘NUTT, in the Guernsey Breeder's Journal 


For one interested in good animals the showing of 
today is a most fascinating school. It is true that many 
do not consider it as such but it is a fact none the less. 
It would be impossible to estimate the educational value 
of our livestock shows. Our fairs are now working on a 
fairly uniform classification so when an exhibitor takes a 
show herd out to the fairs he can select his animals to 
fit into the various classes according to age with little 
difficulty. It is true that we still have very few showmen 
that attempt to show cattle in a younger class than they 
are entitled to show in, but that type is rapidly disappear- 
ing. Contrary to the opinion of some it is not the duty 
of the judge to check over each entry to see if they are 
properly entered on the books. That is the duty of the 
entering clerk in the office and the superintendent of 
cattle. 

The duty of the live stock judge is to pass on the 
individual merit of the animal in the ring and evaluate 
those animals according to his ideal of the standard of 
excelience. His ability to do his work consistently, 
accurately, and quickly will depend on his experience 
and training. If a judge has a natural eye for animals 
he will be alert to every move in the ring and must study 
the animal constantly in order to reach definite conclu- 
sions quickly. 

I don’t know that my system is any better than that 
of other judges but in judging over 200 shows during the 
past twenty years I have developed a system that I fol- 
low rather closely. I usually study the animals as they 
enter the ring, lining them up in a row. As soon as all 
are in I start them walking in a circle, single file. By 
standing in the center one is given an excellent oppor- 
tunity to study each animal from different angles. After 
two or three turns around the ring a judge can usually 
have his tops selected and pull them out into line and

gradually line them all up in a row again, after which 
each animal is given a careful examination before fina] 
placing is made. The judge should have a good memory 
so that he can recognize animals in the groups as it jg 
important for him to know where they were placed jp 
class. 

If a fairly definite system is followed the men ghoy. 
ing the cattle can co-operate with the judge to facilitate 
the work materially. A man showing cattle shouig 
recognize that he should exhibit his animal to please the 
judge. He should know his animal thoroughly so ag to 
present nim in the best possible manner. I have always 
felt that it was a refiection on my intelligence for an 
exhibitor to go out of his way to hand me some informa. 
tion on the side, regarding some special point of his api. 
mal, when in so doing he is usually trying to cover yp 
some defect. The system for the showman to follow ig to 
constantly show his animal to please the judge and if 
asked questions regarding his anima] answer the judge 
in a courteous manner. Some men in the smaller fairs 
like to judge the animals as well as show them. They 
usually cause trouble for themselves as well as others 
before they go far. I have always felt that if I discovered 
that an animal was being shown in wrong class that it 
was only fair to the other exhibitors for me to set them 
right and correct the entry book. There are times when 
a judge has to rule with a firm hand but if he is right 
and does his work pleasantly he seldom has any serious 
argument. A judge should be able to keep a cool head 
under trying circumstances and for best results it is very 
wise for the exhibitor to do the same. Most good fairs 
will back up a judge to the extent of sending an exhibitor 
to the barn to stay if he makes himself objectionable. 
While this is seldom necessary I have done it and found 
that it did the man a lot of good. Sometimes people 
attempt to show animals having some marked defect or 
unsoundness with the hope that the judge will not dis- 
cover it. A favorite stunt is to inflate a light quarter 
with air to balance it with the other quarters. This is 
easily detected as soon as the judge touches the udder, 
and a cow so defective as to need such tampering should 
be left out of the money or sent to the barn. A herdsman 
who has tried to cover a defect in this way has not a leg 
to stand on if he is foolish enough to start an argument. 

In following the fair over a period of several years, I 
have seen a lot of good showmen handle cattle in the 
ring. Now and then a man is found who overdoes the 
thing but most animals are not shown up to their pos 
sibilities. A man to do a good job showing an animal 
should make a careful study of his animal first with 
someone else showing the animal. In so doing he can 
detect little peculiarities of the animal and correct them. 
He will also be getting the same view of the animal that 
the judge gets. Some animals have a natural style in the 
ring while others have to be trained to show advan- 
tage. The animals are lined up by the judge for com- 
parison and study, each showman should keep his animal 
in line and in best form as small defects under critical 
inspection frequently determines the placing. 

I feel that a great deal of friction has been caused in 
past years by a few so called ringside judges who are 
always willing to express their opinion freely at the ring- 
side, regarding just how the class should be placed. 

They have no special responsibility for the placing 
and in most instances are making their talk because they 
are vitally interested in seeing some favorite animal win. 
They should recognize that they do not have the oppor- 
tunity to study the animal as the judge does and after 
all he has usually been asked to do the work because 
he has been recommended to the fair management as 
capable and honest in his judgment. I am free to admit 
that I have had trying experiences in the show ring, 
not with the cattle, of course, but with some unruly ex- 
hibitor who apparently was laboring under the false 
impression that because he had paid a good price for @ 
certain animal he should have first prize regardless of 
other entries. An exhibitor of this kind is standing ip 
his own light and has a lot to learn. Judging cattle at 
the fairs is very interesting and pleasant if the exhibitors 
are willing to leave the judging to the judge.

Rules for Feeding 


1. Grow and feed liberal amounts of 
legume hay; feed all the cows will] 
clean up twice a day. 

2. Feed three pounds of silage for 
each 100 pounds live weight. (Farm 
grown roughage is the cheapest part 
of the ration; feed liberally; do not 
waste.) 

3. Mix a good ration using home- 
grown grains as much as possible. 
Balance your home-grown feeds with 
such feeds as cotton seed meal, lin- 
seed oil meal, soybeans or wheat bran. 
See rations below. Get a copy of 
Illinois Circular 272. 

4. Feed one pound of grain mixture 
for each three and one-half to four 
pounds of milk produced daily or one 
pound of butter produced in a week. 

5. Feed one pound of grain for each 
five pounds of milk produced Jaily 
while on pasture. 

6. Let cows rest 6 or 8 weeks be- 
tween lactation periods. 

7. Be sure your cows are in good 
condition when they freshen. 

8. Feed dry cows all the legume hay 
they will consume and enough grain 
to get them in good condition. 

10. Weigh the milk from each cow 
at least one day a month. Use the 
one day’s production as a guide to 
determine the amount of grain each 
cow should receive daily during the 
month. 

Suggested Rations 

Corn silage, alfalfa hay (or other 
legume hay), 4 parts ground corn or 
barley, 2 parts ground oats, 1 part oil 
meal or cottonseed meal. 

Corn silage, legume hay, 6 parts 
ground corn or barley, 3 parts wheat 
bran, 1 part oil meal, cottonseed or 
soybean oil meal. 

Oat hay, timothy hay or mixed hay 
and fodder, 1 part ground corn, 1 part 
ground oats, 1 part wheat bran, 1 part 
linseed oil meal, 1 part C. S. M. or 
soybean oil meal. 

Where legume hay is only rough- 
age—3 parts ground corn, 1 part 
ground oats, 1 part wheat bran, or 1 
part ground corn or barley, 1 part 
ground oats. 

The amount of grain to feed daily 
can be stated in terms of pounds or 
measures. Determine amount .of 
grain the feed measures hold and 
make your feed chart in terms of 
measures.

Mineral Nutrients for Dairy Cattle 


By E. B. FORBES 
Director of the Institute of Animal Nutrition, Pennsylvania State College 
(Abstract of Paper Delivered at the Recent Annual Meeting of the 
American Dairy Science Association) 


the early part of the period of 

lactation, with cows on normal 
winter rations, commonly involves a 
loss of mineral nutrients from the 
skeleton, though it is physiologically 
possible for such a cow to maintain 
mineral nutrient equilibrium under 
such influences as abundant intake of 
mineral nutrients and antirachitic 
vitamin, and irradiation of either feed 
or cow by the ultraviolet light of 
direct sunshime, a quartz mercury 
vapor light, or a carbon arc. 

After the impulse to secrete milk 
has largely spent itself, and during 
the dry period, mineral storage from 
ordinarily good rations normally 
comes to prevail, and previous losses 
of minerals may be made good. 

During the feeding of mineral-rich 
or mineral-poor rations, or during 
mineral loss or mineral storage, the 
utilization of calcium compounds fed 
as supplements to the ration is often 
entirely absent, and at best is slight 
and inefficient. 

It has been suggested that heavy- 
producing cows may suffer physiologi- 


I IBERAL milk production during 


cal derangement as ae result of 
mineral depletion, but the facts in 
this situation, as applying to condi- 
tions of good dairy practice, have not 
been established. 

To determine the practical bearings 
of this subject will require either 
balance experiments or other con- 
trolled feeding throughout the entire 
period of lactation and gestation, in 
order that we may learn the final 
efiect of the year’s treatment. 

The present evidence warrants em- 
phasis on the use of leguminous 
roughage; on as much exposure of the 
cows as is practicable to direct sun- 
light; on as much use as possible of 
green feeds; on the curing of hay 
with the minimum of exposure to dew 
and rain; and on the allowance of a 
dry, resting period, and of feed dur- 
ing this period, sufficient to permit 
the complete restoration of the pre- 
vious mineral losses. 

The present evidence warrants the 
use of mineral feeds only on an ex- 
perimental basis, and does not war- 
rant the inclusion of mineral com- 
ponents in commercial feeds.

Kansas Holstein breeders received 
with regret the announcement of the 
coming retirement from active breed- 
ing, of Ira Romig, who is serving his 
third term as president of the Kan- 
sas Holstein-Friesian Association. 
The partnership of Ira Romig & Sons 
is to be dissolved, the senior partner 
planning to take a well earned rest 
after some fifteen years as a Holstein 
breeder. One of the sons in the part- 
nership is going into other business 
and the farm will be run by the 
youngest son, who plans to build up 
another Holstein business _ shortly. 
To accomplish the dissolution of the 
partnership, a dispersal sale has been 
announced for November 8th, under 
the management of W. H. Mott of 
Herrington, Kansas. The sale will be 
held at the Topeka Fair Grounds in- 
stead of at the farm as previously an- 
nounced. 


Mr. Romig bought his first regis- 
tered Holstein in 1912 when he 
bought the heifer calf Pa Da Ra 2d. 
as a present for his son Robert. This 
calf became the foundation cow of 
the present herd, which has long been 
recognized as one of the leading Hol- 
stein herds of the state. She is now 
coming fifteen years old and although 
always a heavy producer, still carries 
an udder that would do credit to a 
heifer. At eight years old she made 
a 305-day record of 638 lbs. butter 
from over 15,000 lbs. milk, carrying 
calf 197 days, and has milked as high 
as 70 lbs. daily at fourteen years old.

PALOS PARK ILLINOIS 
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A Promising Treatment For 
Infectious Abortion 


The Georgia Experiment Station, in 
cooperation with the Georgia Bureau 
of Live Stock Industry, has for the 
past four years been studying infec- 
tious abortion of cattle as one of its 
major projects. This work was started 
primarily with the idea of working 
out a practical method of controlling 
and eradicating this disease from a 
herd by means of quarantine and 
sanitation. Progress has been made 
on this but in view of the fact that 
many of the details of this method 
still need to be tried out further, it is 
not deemed timely to issue an 
announcement now on this phase of 
the work. 

In the summer of 1924, plans were 
made for a series of experiments to 
study the possible curative properties 
of a number of chemical compounds 
when injected into the blood stream 
of the animals infected with the abor- 
tion organism. All of the compounds 
considered were blood-stream disin- 
fectants. It was hoped that infectious 
abortion might be cured by one or 
more of these compounds in much the 
same way as syphilis is cured in 
man. 

All work along this line has been 
done cooperatively by the Georgia 
Experiment Station and the Georgia 
Bureau of Live Stock Industry. 
Messrs. G. C. and A. C. McKinley of 
Milledgeville, Georgia, and Col. 
George E. Mallet of Jackson, Georgia, 
have assisted greatly in this work by 
contributing the use of infected ani- 
mals for the experiment. 

Of all the drugs considered for this 
work, acriflavine (diaminomethy] 
acridinium chloride hydrochloride) 
was chosen for first trial because of 
its bactericidal action and its appar- 
ent affinity for the female generative 
organs. It seems likely that some of 
the other related compounds might 
have given similar results. 

The cows used in the experiment 
with acriflavine had all aborted on

All had 
given positive reactions to the agglu- 
tination test in dilutions ranging from 
1 to 50 to 1 to 500 and higher. Three suc- 
cessive intravenous injections of the 
acriflavine in physiological saline solu- 
tion were given one week apart. The 
first injection for all cows was of a 1 to 
500 dilution, the second of a 1 to 350 
dilution and the third a 1 to 200 dilu- 
tion. The cows were divided into 
three groups of two each. Those in 
group 1 received 100 ce’s of the solu- 
tion at each injection, group 2 re- 
ceived 150 cc’s and group 3 received 
200 cc’s at each injection. 

Three tests of the presence of the 
disease in the experimental cows 
were employed. The first was the 
agglutination test of the blood sera of

THE ALLEGANY-STEUBEN COUNTY SALE 

Allegany and Steuben counties in New York State have long been recog- 
nized as one of the cleanest sections in the state and their annual auction 
sale, having extended over a long period of time, has, accordingly, become 
an institution. These sales are usually held in the fall and have customarily 
been two-day events. This year, however, on account of the shortage of good 
cattle and the unwillingness of the sale committee to lower the standards, 
this sale will be confined to one day, November 10, at Hornell, N. Y. Sixty- 
five head will be sold from herds under state and federal supervision, mostly 
fully accredited. There will be fifty females, including cows with records up 
to over 33 lbs., and many daughters of high record cows, and fifteen bulls from 
the breeding that has made the Holstein reputation of this section. C. H. 
Van Skiver is the secretary of the organization and the sale is being held 
under the management of R. Austin Backus. 

LOGAN FARM SALE 

The seventh sale of Logan Farm Holsteins was held October 20, at the 
farm, Seward, Illinois. Included in the sale were a few neighboring con- 
signments. Thirty-two head, of which more than half were young bulls, 
sold for $5,262.50 or an average of $164.45. This was considerably better 
than the sale from this farm last year. There were but seven milking cows 
in the sale and these sold for an average of $188. Five young heifers from 
untested dams averaged $114. Two young bulls from A. R. dams brought 
an average of $280, while eighteen from untested dams averaged $156.28. 
These bulls were of good type and represented well known and proven blood 
lines on both sides of the pedigree. Several sons of Wayside Sir Ollie Cream- 
elle, a grandson of Iowana Sir Ollie, and grandsons of Sadie Johanna Korn- 
dyke King, who is a son of King Korndyke Sadie Vale 24th, were sold. The 
top price of the sale, $335, was paid for a son of Wayside Sir Ollie Creamelle. 
This bull, just past a year old, was from Logan Sallie Mechthilde, a 21-lb. 
granddaughter of Woodcrest Pietje Clyde. He was purchased by Francis 
Stabenow, McConnell, Ill. A granddaughter of Iowana Sir Ollie, Jonsie Ollie 
Segis, was the top for females, selling for $230. The Logan herd is under 
Federal Supervision and is one of the good herds of Hlinois. F. J. Maas & Son 
officiated as auctioneers and F. H. Everson was box man. 


PENNSYLVANIA SALE AVERAGES $207 
The T. L. McCarrell dispersal held at Washington, Pa., on Saturday, Octo- 
ber 23d, was very successful according to report from P. B. Misner, Manager 
of Bell Farm. Mr. McCarrell’s dispersal comprised a farm herd and averaged 
$207. The top price was $305.

W. Hugh Jones, Sale Manager of Susquehanna County Holstein Associa- 
tion, reports on the county sale of that organization held October 22d. A 
heifer consigned by Lathrop Farms topped the sale at $200, going to J. N. 
Conyngham of Wilkes-Barre. Some of the entries that showed promise of 
excellent records and had show type were somewhat out of condition and as 
a result did not bring the prices that were expected for them. Mr. Jones 
reported a lack of buyers in attendance and as a consequence offerings went 
below value and great bargains were picked up by the purchasers.

into guinea pigs; and the third, the 
calving records of the cows. 

Within one year after the work was 
started, the reaction of the blood 
from one of the cows gradually be- 
came less markedly positive and in 
fourteen months it was negative to 
the test. The blood from all other 
cows was gradually losing its power 
to agglutinate the organism. 

Post mortem findings in the guinea 
pigs that were given an intraperiton- 
eal injection of milk just prior to the 
first treatment of the cows with acri- 
flavine were positive in several cases 
after twelve weeks of incubation. 
There were no lesions found in the 
guinea pigs injected with milk just 
prior to the second treatment of the 
cows and seven days after the first 
treatment. Those guinea pigs injected 
seven days following the second and 
third treatments of the cows showed 
slight lesions after an incubation pe- 
riod of twelve weeks. 

The calving record is perhaps the 
most important of all from a practical 
standpoint. All cows receiving the 
two larger doses have bred and pro- 
duced normal calves following a 
normal gestation period. Two of 
these cows had previously become 
non-breeders from the disease. The 
two cows in the group receiving 100 
ce’s of the solution were non-breed- 
ers and did not breed following the 
treatment. This would seem to indi- 
cate that large doses of the chemical 
are necessary. 

The use of acriflavine had no 
apparent bad effect on the cows ex- 
cept to reduce the flow of milk for a 
few days. Swellings were produced 
along the jugular groove and per- 
sisted for some time. This swelling 
was probably due to a needle of too 
large caliber being used for the first 
injection, allowing a slight leakage at 
the point of puncture in the vein. 
These swellings appeared within a 
few hours after the injection of the 
acriflavine and, while they remained 
for some time, they did not seem to 
cause any physical reaction of the 
animal.

give the best results of the com- 
pounds tried, it must be borne in 
mind that this work is still in the 
experimental stage. The treatment is 
now being repeated in larger doses 
in a badly infected herd of about 75 
head of dairy cattle and it is hoped 
that more definite information will 
be available later. 


We are planning to continue the 
work with acriflavine and its related 
compounds as well as with other 
blood-stream disinfectants. It is need- 
less to remind the veterinary pro- 


fession of the importance of this | 


work. Infectious abortion is our most 
costly live stock disease. Heretofore 
very little has been accomplished in 
the way of checking its ravages, and 
the annual loss is growing rapidly. 
We estimete that one animal out of 
twelve in the United States is in- 
fected, and that the average annual 
loss from the disease is: about $40 per 
infected animal. This indicates an 
annual loss of over $80,000,000. The 
disease is very prevalent in Europe. 

~ It has never been conclusively shown 
that this disease affects man but the 
Micrococcus melitensis, which causes 


Malta fever in man, is very similar in 
both its microscopic and _ cultural 
characteristics to the Bacillus abortus 
(Bang), the organism causing in- 
fectious abortion in cattle. If acrifla- 
vine is succesful in the treatment of 
infectious abortion in cattle there is 
reason to believe that it might be use- 
ful in the treatment of Malta fever in 
man. 

This information is being given out 
now chiefly that other institutions of 
science may take up this promising 
line of work experimentally.

Control by Vaccination 


A number of breeders have fully realized the faiiure of vaccines to protect them from 
losses. 


It is not fair to presuppose that the injection of the cause of any disease into an 
animal will produce a lasting immunity when an attack of the disease itself does not 
establish immunity. Immunity has been successfully established artificially against 
many of the diseases which run an acute course but for those diseases, the course 
of which generally is not acute, there has been little accomplished. 


That permanent immunity against Bang Abortion Disease in cattle is not established 
by an attack of the disease is proved by the fact that rather a high percentage of 
animals show the most characteristic symptom by aborting the second, third and even 
the fourth and fifth times.

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DECLINE IN ANIMAL TUBERCU- 
LOSIS IS SHOWN IN U. S. 
CHARTS 


According to charts prepared in the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
bovine tuberculosis has shown a 
general decline since 1916, and tuber- 
culosis of swine has decreased since 
1924. The charts, which are based 
on records of Federal meat inspec- 
tion, cover a sufficiently large num- 
ber of animals to be considered repre- 
sentative of conditions in the cattle 
and swine industries. 

Though improvement of the tuber- 
culosis situation is shown, infection 
among cattle and swine received at 
federally inspected packing establish- 
ments is still rather extensive. Rec- 
ords for the fiscal year 1926 show that 
nearly 14 per cent of swine showed 
tuberculosis to some extent, though 
lesions were of a minor nature in a 
large proportion of the cases. The 
corresponding figure for cattle was 
1.3 per cent for the same period. In 
1916 about 2.3 per cent of cattle 
showed infection, one per cent more 
than last year. In 1924, about 15.2 
per cent of the swine inspected were 
diseased. Reports from field work- 
ers indicate that the large extent of 
infection among swine is caused 
partly by tuberculous poultry. Ac- 
cordingly, fowl tuberculosis has been 
receiving special study by tubercu- 
losis-eradication officials. 

Coincident with the decline of this 
disease among cattle and hogs, a de- 
creasing human death rate from 
tuberculosis is shown by a recent re- 
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port of the Department of Commerce. 
The low death rate of children under 
four years may be attributed in part 
to the aggressive campaign for test- 
ing tuberculous cattle and disposing 
of reactors. Since 1917, when the 
present tuberculosis campaign was 
undertaken, more than a million re- 
actors have been removed from the 
cattle of the United States.
